He has worked 
on the Lunar Module including Apollo 11, military 
communications systems, the MX missile guid- 
ance system, commercial/military aircraft and hy- 
draulic actuators, aircraft structures and spacecraft propulsion and deployments systems. He re- 
tired, at the end of 2007, but continues to consult. 


He holds and Extra Class Amateur Radio License and was first licensed in 1964 as WN2NTL and 
WB2NTL in New York and earned a First Class Radio Telephone License in 1973. In addition he 
has held the calls of WB2NTL in New Jersey, WB9TXP in Indiana, KA7CGN and KC70O in Utah. Ac- 
tive on HF, VHF/UHF, he enjoys APRS, PSK-31 and participating in Field Day, as a 1B station, from 
his motor home. 


Allen has lived in California and has been a member of the Pasadena Radio Club since 1984 and is 
a past president. In 1999 he was awarded the ARRL's Herb Brier Instructor of the Year award for 17 
years of teaching Novice and Technician classes accounting for at least 450 new hams.

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SCDXC MATCHING CONTRIBUTIONS 


At the July board meeting a new DXpedition donation procedure was approved. From the minutes: 


“A motion was made to perform the following procedure when discussing donations to individual DXpeditions.” 


“The President would be notified of a request for support. The President would discuss the value of such sup- 
port with the Board via email, and if agreed, the club members would be presented at a monthly meeting with 

the opportunity to contribute individually. With member donations, the Club would match funds up to $250.00 

for each request.” 


Though simple in appearance this has process many built in safeties. There are 8 board members 
who will look over the request and evaluate its merits. Anyone who has been on a board knows it is 
difficult to get a motion to pass. 


There is no written criteria, however, the following was discussed. First, is determining if the Dxpedi- 
tion will be successful. This entails the track record of the individuals going on the Dxpedition, the 
stability of the entity and the reliability of the transportation. Second, If there is a concern the dona- 
tion could be held until during or after the operation begins. Third, is the entity needed by Southern 
California DXers? Fourth, how much has been requested? 


There is a $250.00 matching cap. The maximum amount given in the clubs name is $500. If the 
board is flooded with requests the process could be suspended to limit total costs. An individual do- 
nation cap could be imposed preventing one person from “stuffing the donation”. 


Ultimately the decision is made by the members. We vote with our wallets. Donations are limited to 
members only preventing outside influence. 


A trial case was run at the August meeting. A donation can was set out for the STOR Dxpedition and 
the president made the announcement. Considering that STOR had successfully ended, it activated 
a new entity for the first time, the ARRL DXXC committee already approved the operation, and 
many of the members in attendance worked them, the contributions were on par for the spontane- 
ous request. $156.00 was collected at the meeting and another $19.00 was donated by individual 
board members to round out the contributions to $175.00. 

The club will send a check for $350.00 to the STOR team. STOR DONATION
